There were special courts for the

There were several classes of men 


whose duties involved protection of the 
forests. 
Some protected 
the . game, 


some the forests 
themselves,, 
some 


warned trespassers, others 
punished 


them but all were granted their com- 
missions under the r.amo of the king.

KIRK'S forests, shas.es. parks, or War- 
Irens were provided and 
the 
statute 


[laws told by whom such permits were 
to be issued, how they were to be used 
and the difference between. "A license 
of profit and a license in law and a 
license in fact." 
The right to grant 


license was made known through the 
use of the "Great Seal of England." 


Further statutes described the legi- 


timate uses of bows and arrow guns 
and the legal ways of shooting game. 


Fishing, too. was regulated by stat- 


ute law and destruction of spawn and 
small fish was "strictly forbidden." 
Season*" for the taking ot fish were set 
and. license for fishing were required. 


The last statute law in this old and 


interesting volume was "A Late Act, 
relating to the New Forest in Hamp- 
shire." Its last paragraph reminds 
us of modern teaching; in the conser- 
vation of forest lands in New Hamp- 
shire, the state named after the old 
English county and is as follows: 


"Any Officer offending 'in 
cutting 


down- -ani- -disposing of trees con- 
trary to this-uet,'shall forfeit his of- 
fice ."

FOR PBONTOBS 


„ The Public Service Commission haa 
Announced the filing with it by the" 
-New England Telephone & Telegraph 
Company of schedules" showing- 1 n- 
cre'ases in some of its exchanges and 
toll rates In New Hampshire. 


The company in a 1 etter 
to the 


commission states that it is In need ot 
more revenue, which is true without 
any regard to the strike costs of 1923, 
and that the revenue indications are 
Unfavorable for 1324. 


The proposed changes do not in any 


way affect charges for local telephone 
service, which make up the telephone 
bills of most patrons. 
• In order to relieve the present situ- 
ation the New.England company pro- 
poses to adjust four feaures of its rate 
schedules for toll and exchange ser- 
vice in the following manner: 


1. Increasing, and 
making- uni- 


form, rates for various lines, privately 
•used in lieu of regular telephone1 ser- 
vice. 
These furnish to a very small 


group of users a special convenience, 
If not a luxury. I: is, therefore, be- 
lieved that they may-equitably bear a 
higher 'rate;"
